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JUSTICE TO AUTHORS AND PRINTERS. 

The long-disputed question of an International Copy- 
right Law seems now to be in a fair way of being set- 
tled, and in a manner that will be satisfactory to 
authors, publishers and printers. The bill of Senator 
Chace, of Rhode Island, now pending in the United 
States Senate, with the amendments proposed, seems 
to be just and fair to both American and foreign 
authors and publishers; whilst the provision requiring 
that books by foreign authors must be manufactured in 
this country to secure the American copyright, gives to 
our printers, binders, type founders, press builders, and 
paper makers a chance to continue their several avoca- 
tions, instead of being supplanted by the products of 
a cheaper, because poorly paid, foreign labor. 

Believing that the interests of its members would be 
properly cared for under the proposed law, Philadel- 
phia Typographical Union, at its February meeting, 
adopted the following preambles and resolutions, of- 
fered by one of its oldest and most experienced mem- 
bers, Ex-President James Welsh : 

WHEREAS, Senator Chace, of Rhode Island, has again intro- 
duced in the United States Senate the bill to secure the rights 
of the printers of our country in the adoption of the interna- 
tional copyright law, generally known as the Chace Bill, which 
secures the interests of our industry by prohibiting the impor- 
tation of books so copyrighted which are not printed from 
type set in this country ; and 

WHEREAS, The Authors’ and Publishers’ Copyright League, 
which has hitherto objected to the principle of non-importa- 
tion, have agreed to accept it, with an amendment permitting 
the importation of not more than two copies at any one time 
for private use, and not for sale, at the same time strengthen- 
ing the protection of our industry by requiring simultaneous 
publication in this country; therefore, be it 

ResoWwed, That Typographical Union, No. 2, hereby expresses 
its satisfaction with the Chace Bill, as above amended, and asks 
for its favorable consideration by the Senators and Repre- 
sentatives from Pennsylvania and Philadelphia. 

Resolwed, That the typographical unions throughout the 
country are respectfully requested to take prompt and appro- 
priate action in a matter so important to the welfare of our 





fraternity and the many business interests incident to it, and 
to correspond with their Senators and Representatives, urgi! ¢ 
them to facilitate its passage. 

Resolved, That a committee of three be appointed, whose duty 
it shall be to take such action as may be advisable to carry into 
effect the above resolutions.

WHOSE LOSS? ? 

How many printers, when they send printed sheets 
to a bindery for completion, think of placing a special 
insurance on their goods whilst in the hands of the 
binder? We know that some do; but there are many 
who never think of it at all, or if they do, take the 
chances of getting their catalogues, pamphlets, or books, 
returned before anything happenstothem, The binder 
is not responsible for their goods in case of fire, unless 
the contract for binding specifically provides that he 
should pay for them if destroyed in that manner. Al- 
though in his custody, his liability for their safe re- 
turn does not include the fire risk, and it is well for 
printers to bear this in mind when sending out work to 
be bound. 

As there are many extensive job binderies in all our 
large cities, why would it not be well for the proprietors 
to have an open policy covering all transient work, as 
well as their regular stock? This plan is in daily ope- 
ration in marine insurance throughout the world; the 
trifling charge for insurance is cheerfully paid by all 
merchants, and we believe the printers would as readily 
pay the binder the small tax that would be necessary 
to give them absolute security from loss. When the 
printer’s sheets are received the question could be 
asked, “ Insured or not insured?” and when the work 
has been completed, the item of insurance could be added 
proportionately, in the same way that transportation 
companies add the insurance charges to their bills for 
freight. 





It may be that some such system is already in vogue 
among bookbinders, but our inquiries have failed to 
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discover any who practice it. We will be glad to pub- 
lish any suggestions from printers and binders in re- 
gard to the subject.

SUNDAY MEETINGS. 

Much interest is being excited, in some of the larger 
Typographical Unions, over the question of adopting 
Sunday for the day of meeting, instead of a secular 
day. ‘To morning newspaper hands, who are accus- 
tomed to working on Sunday, the change is usually 
acceptable; but among the book and job hands, and 
workers on afternoon and evening papers, there are 
many sincere and earnest church members, whose con- 
sciences will not permit them to attend meetings of the 
Union, if held on Sunday. 

It is argued that the great number of printers em- 
ployed on Saturday night to get out the immense Sun- 
day papers prevents hundreds of them from attending 
Saturday night meetings, and they are thus prevented 
from having any voice in the affairs of the Union; that 
many of the larger Unions have already changed their 
days of meeting to suit the present condition of the 
trade, notably New York, Baltimore, Chicago, and St. 
Louis; and that the rights and convenience of a ma- 
jority of the members should be considered and re- 
spected. 

In New Orleans, Mobile, Galveston, and other South- 
ern cities, we believe that the Union meetings have 
always been held on Sunday. 

The question is an important one, and should be de- 
cided after a calm review and just determination of the 
rights of add the members, in connection with what is 
believed to be the best interests of the several Unions 
concerned,

All the parties have resumed business in their 
former locations, we are glad to say, except Mr. Busch, 
who has removed to No, 1213 Filbert Street, where he 
is rapidly refitting a large bindery.

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PHOTOGRAPHING IN COLORS. 
Frederick E. Ives, of this city, lectured on Monday 
evening, February 27, in the hall of the Franklin In- 
stitute, upon the subject, “Some Recent Advances in 


” 


Photography,” in which he described, for the first time, 


a process of heliochromy which he had devised. From 
the very complete report of the lecture given in the 
Public Ledger of February 29, we extract the following : 


MAKING COLORED PHOTOGRAPHS, 

“There are two distinct methods of making color-photo- 
graphs,” said Mr. Ives, “in which the distribution of color is 
regulated by photographic action of the light itself. In one of 
these methods the colors are produced directly by the action 
of light upon a peculiar silver compound; in the other no 
colors are produced, but the action of light upon color-sensi- 
tive plates is made to regulate the distribution and combina- 
tion of colors which constitute the final picture. Both of 
these methods have been made to produce pictures in which 
the blues, greens, yellows and reds of one object were repre- 
sented in a general way by blues, greens, yellows and reds.”’ 

MR. IVES’ PROCESS. 

Mr. lvesthen proceeded to demonstrate, by analyzing various 
bright colors with a projection spectroscope, the difference 
that may exist between true spectrum colors and very perfect 
counterfeits of the same. “ My process, to be brief,’’ con- 
tinued the lecturer, “ consists of making three negatives on 
color-sensitive plates, which are exposed simultaneously in a 
triple camera, behind light filters that are carefully adjusted 
to admit to each plate just the kinds and amount of light that 
will cause the resulting negative to make a colored picture 
which, when combined with the other two colored pictures, 
produced in the same manner, will counterfeit the colors of 
the spectrum, or the colors and light and shade of any object. 
In order to accomplish this, each spectrum color that is not 
counterfeited by any one reproduction color must, of course, 
be made to act upon two sensitive plates in such a manner as 
will secure a definite and suitable combination of two repro- 
duction colors in the final result. * * * All this can be ac- 
complished in a most satisfactory manner by the employment 
of special compound color-sereens, which are adjusted by ex- 
periment upon the spectrum itself,in the manner originally 
suggested by me in a communication to the Franklin Institute 
in June, 1886. It is true, the amount of labor involved in the 
adjustment of these color-screens is something enormous, but 
when it is done it is done for all time.”” In his experiment, the 
results of which were shown, Mr. Ives used ordinary lantern 
slides made from three negatives, projected on the screen by a 
triple optical lantern and light of three colors (which, when 
combined alone on the screen, formed a nearly perfect white), 
each negative represented by the reproduction color counter- 
feiting that which had been most active in its production. 
After referring to the serious difficulty of “ producing sets of 
negatives which bear a certain essential relation to each other 
in the matter of exposure, development and intensity,’’ he 
continued: * Evidently a process may be perfectly correct in 
principle and yet depend for its success upon conditions so 
difficult to attain that it would fail in practice. I believe that 
this process, although essentially difficult, may, nevertheless, 
be so perfected that it will not only counterfeit all the colors 
of nature, but be practical and reliable in the hands of spe- 
cialists properly instructed and equipped to operate it. If so, 
it will have a very great value, even if only applied in the 
manner I shall show to-night, and for a single purpose, which 
will suggest itself. 

THE SPECIMEN PICTURE. 

“*The proof of the pudding is the eating.’ I have not yet 

proved the value of this process. Although I commenced

work on it eleven years ago, 1 have made only half a dozen 
full negatives, and most of those were de- 
stroyed by fire at 715 Arch Street, two years ago. My recent 
experiments have been devoted to perfecting certain details 
only. 


regular sets of 


The single example that 1 shall show you is my first and 
only attempt at a landscape, made more than six years ago, 
with comparatively crude apparatus and imperfect adjustment 
of color-screens. It is, however, a very remarkable picture, 
with colors scarcely less brilliant than they would appear 
in the ground glass of the camera, and substantially correct to 
the eye in every shade and detail. I hope some time to be able 
to show hundreds of such pictures, all better than this one. 
This illustration suggests one of the easiest and most profitable 
of the many possible applications of the method, viz.: the il- 
lustration of popular lectures on travel, like those of Stoddard 
and Wilson. I feel sure the time is not far distant when that 
much at least will be successfully accomplished.” 

The specimen shown by Mr. Ives consisted of a landscape, in- 
cluding several buildings, trees, meadows, etc. The set of 
three slides was so adjusted in the triple lantern that the out- 
lines were exactly superimposed on the screen, and the effect of 
the three reproduction colors—the red passing through the slide 
of the negative made with the red rays, the yellow through 
that made by the yellow rays, and the blue through that made 
by the blue rays—was a combination of all the colors in such a 
way as to very closely copy the effect of the landscape as it 
would be seen in the camera. The different shades of green in 
the grass and trees, the slate color of a barn and fence-rails, 
the white of the sky, and even the orange of a single branch 
of autumn leaves in an otherwise green tree, were perfectly 
rendered.

The New Zealand Zypo contributes the following to 
the already dark record of the traveling book agent : 

The “ pesky book agent” has become quite an insti- 
tution in the colony during the past few years. For ways 
that are dark he surpasses Ah Sin himself. Here is a 
case that would be hard to beat. Some time ago a 
colonial house was running one of those bulky, barren 
volumes which it requires a smart canvasser to work off.

IS BAD MS. AN UNMIXED EVIL? 

We have lately had the pleasure of enjoying a hearty 
laugh over various comical blunders owing their birth 
to the difficulty of deciphering what is by courtesy 
called writing, and have been led to think of the fate 
which awaits the printing office of the near future, 
when the present race of authors die, out, and every 
writer for the press writes a delightfully legible hand, 
or uses a type-writer. Hitherto we have heard illegi- 
ble manuscript abused on all sides—indeed, we confess 
we have contributed our quota—but we never thought 
what an influence it had on the mirth and consequent 
good-fellowship in an office till we contemplated the 
awful prospect of its removal for ever from our midst. 
We ask our readers to imagine the funereal gloom that 
would overspread the case-room if no more “ bulls” 
were perpetrated in it; and we think we are within 
the mark when we assert that at least three-fourths of 
the total number are due to bad copy. No class of 
workmen enjoy a joke with greater zest than printers, 
and we have often been surprised at the lightning-like 
rapidity with which a good thing has gone round the 
frames, to the intense disgust of the unhappy author of 
it. During the present and recent bad times there is 
no doubt that these slight aberrations have contributed 
vastly to keep the poor line hand from eternally brood- 
ing over the scarcity of work and the paucity of his 
bills, and so enabled him to weather successfully the 





storm. We remember that our worthy “dominie” im- 
pressed on our juvenile mind that there was nothing, 
either created or made, that had not its good points 
and uses, and we are glad at last to grasp the hitherto 
unknown use of bad manuscript— i. ¢., to cheer up the 
heart of the disconsolate comp. by enabling him to en- 
joy a joke occasionally. 

We daresay that most of our readers could homolo- 
gate our assertion as to the close affinity between blun- 
ders and illegible writing by producing a specimen or 
two that has come under their notice; but, for the 
benefit of any who may doubt, we will endeavor to 
prove our point by a few illustrations. Some time ago 
a respected classical scholar, whose handwriting is as 
easily deciphered as the Ogham inscription, wrote a 
poetical tirade against the prevailing pessimism of the 
age, which furnished a few good laughs to everybody, 
even the comps. concerned. He asked: 

Are bleak winds forever sighing ? 
Do dark clouds forever lour? 


And a black snake is not always 
Lurking in the soft green grass.” 
The artist who set it up, after much consulting of his 
crown lawyers, gave the following version:

The professor went on a few lines after 
Some faint when a cat is present, 
Rats find babies’ cheeks a treat;

We believe he was not far wrong, and the only ex 
planation we can think of is that the individuals of the 
genus Mus he meant were bipeds, and not quadrupeds, 
as no doubt the author intended. Another writer, de- 
scribing the scenery of the Thames at Richmond, al- 
luded to the number of “fishermen seated in their 
punts,” plying their art, which appeared in type as 
“fisherman seated in their pants,” the type-snatcher 
evidently thinking it was unusual for the disciples of 
Izaak Walton to have on unmentionables. 

We could ‘easily multiply examples, but our object 
will have been fully served if we have in any way 
managed to convert our readers to our way of think- 
ing, so that henceforth they will look with a more 
lenient eye on bad MS., and consider that after all it is 
not an unmixed evil, and that even the “ coming race ” 
of immaculate authors may be too dear a boon, if they 
are followed by a total cessation of the laughter which 
now greets the advent of a “ bull.”—Scottish Typo.

Oh, 
there’s no end to the sacrifices which the woman in 
journalism is obliged to make! And what does she get 
in return? Fulsome notices of her ability and over- 
whelming descriptions of her personal appearances in 
the exchanges ; the undying hatred of little minds, the 
jealousy of mediocres; speculations about her age 
among the women who are not considered brainy; ro- 
mantic little fictions in regard to her personal history 
in other newspapers; hurts from the heartless, malice 
from the mean, stings from the cowards, and depressing 
criticisms repeated to her by fool friends. Yes, and she 
will be spoken of by the silly editor as the “ fair writer.” 
She will be asked by her next-door neighbor, every day 
or so, What paper she is connected with and what name 
she writes under. Some women will ask her why she 





doesn’t do her writing at her house, and hint that that 
would be the proper thing. If there is anything in the 
paper that she specially disapproves of and didn’t con- 
struct, and wouldn’t under any circumstances, the town 
will unite in giving her the credit of writing it. Her 
satire will be called spleen, her humor conceit, her 
logic false, and her force spite. She will not have such 
a rosy time as the man in journalism, but when it is all 
summed up, if she is in her rightful place, she wouldn’t 
exchange the pen for the darning-needle under any cir- 
cumstances, and she is buoyed up through all by the 
hope that in time it will be said of her that she writes 
like a perfect gentleman.

SLURRING ON PLATEN PRESSES. 

This is one of the most annoying features of platen 
presswork, and arises from so many causes that it is 
often a puzzling question to the most experienced. 
We offer a few practical suggestions as to this difficulty, 
hoping that some of them may help a fellow-craftsman 
in distress. If your form slurs, try the following reme- 
dies until you strike the right one: 

1. Take it off the press and see if it is springy. If it 
is, and the fault is with the chase, put a strip of card- 
board a pica wide between the top of the furniture and 
the chase, all around. This will overcome the ten- 
dency to spring. 

2, Examine your tympan; and here, in most cases, 
is the source of the whole trouble. If it is baggy, 
draw it tight. Seeif it is not loose at one point and 


tight at another. If you have several thicknesses of 


heavy stock or cardboard under your top sheet, the im- 
prisoned air will cause aslur. This can be overcome 
by using one thick cardboard instead of the several 
sheets. If it is warped or uneven, reject it and use a 


flat sheet. See that the cardboard is not too large; if 


it is, the tightly drawn tympan will warp it. 
3. Examine the impression screws, and make sure 
that none of them are loose. It often happens that one 


screw is drawn back, and is loose, leaving the force of 


the impression to fall on the three remaining ones. 
rhis would very likely cause a spring of the platen, 
and consequently a slur, 

4. Notice how the grippers strike the platen. They 
must come down perfectly flat, all points alike, and 
must not slide upward after they liave once touched 
the platen; neither must they loosen their pressure on 
the sheet until they leave it entirely. A sliding grip- 
per may move the sheet so as to crowd it against the 
side-gauge, so that the sheet would be baggy when it 
reached the form, and a slur would be inevitable. 

5. Try with one gripper alone, then with the other 
alone. 


6. If the form will allow it, stretch a rubber band, or 
two of them (one above and one below the form), from 
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gripper to gripper. If a two or four-page form, use 
rubber bands or tape between the pages, making a sort 
of frisket. 

7. Take a piece of flat manilla paper of good quality, 
of the right size for a tympan sheet, dampen one side 
with a sponge quickly, so that the sheet will be damp- 
ened through, put it over all the tympan (after first re 
moving sufficient paper to adjust the difference), draw 
it tight both ways, and let it dry. You will have a 
tympan as taut as a drumhead. Do not be discour- 
aged if it looks hopelessly wrinkled after first putting 
iton. It will straighten out when the moisture is gone. 
If you cannot wait for it to dry, heat a board and lay 
it on the tympan for a few minutes. 

Remember that slurring is probably due to one of 
these causes, viz.; a springy form, a loose tympan, im- 
properly adjusted grippers, or some weakness in the 
machine. Endeavor, first of all, to find which seems 
to be the cause. If examination will not inform you, 
then experiment. Do not condemn the press unless 
you know that is where the fault exists. — British

JOURNALISM IN SOUTHERN ARABIA. 

A correspondent of the Munich Al/gemeine Zeitung 
gives an amusing account of the “idyllic condition of 
journalism,” as he phrases it, in the part of Arabia 
where he is traveling. The greatest local potentate, Ab- 
dul Faeil, the Sultan of Lahadsch, had a great curiosity 
to learn what is going on all over the world. His whole 
territory does not contain a newspaper, and neither he 
nor his court officials can read the English newspapers 
which are to be found at Aden. ‘Twice or thrice every 
week he sends messengers to the latter town, where 
they procure Arab translations of the contents of the 
English papers from the merchants at the Aden 
market. These extracts are combined in a manu- 
script newspaper, which is diligently read from be 
ginning to end by his Highness. The newspaper is 
then given to his Minister of Foreign Affairs, who is 
also his domestic chaplain, his secretary, his physician, 
and the tutor of his children. This hard-worked plu- 
ralist has to write out as many copies of the Lahadsch 
manuscript newspaper as there are mosques in the Sul- 
tan’s residence. A copy is sent to every mosque, and 
is read aloud at a certain fixed time twice every week, 
so that the faithful can go to church and there learn 
what is happening in all parts of the world.—British 
and Colonial Stationer and Printer.

The first time he borrowed our 
knife, so that he could hand it back and say: “I reciprocate 
your knife.”’

This type of a devil may be a raraavis, but we are inclined to 
think that he can be duplicated in a good many country printing 
offices.

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ILLUMINATED TITLE PAGES. 

What should be put on a title page? The question 
is easily asked, but it is not at all unlikely that every 
baker’s dozen of book fanciers would give at least 
twelve different answers. Some would contend that a 
title page should be ornate in the extreme, enclosed 
with a Holbein border, divided into four or five com- 
partments, one of which should contain the emblematic 
trade-mark of the printer, another some quaint motto 
suggested by the author, while the remaining ones 
should be devoted to title, sub-title and author’s name. 
Others would insist that a title page should be only 
moderately ornate, and would be quite satisfied with a 
delicate scroll ornament for a border, with one or two 
fancy initials; while others still would ery out for 
classic simplicity, insisting that no two styles of type 
should appear on the page, no motto, and no emblem; 
that a title page is no place to play fantastic tricks in 
the way of illegible initials, grotesque type and ground 
and lofty tumbling in display work, 

Without pausing to look into the merits of any one 
of these theories, it may not be time thrown away to 
devote a moment’s attention to another phase of the 
question, and that is: How much color may be thrown 
on a title page for illuminating purposes? 

All makers of fine books, to say nothing of luxe and 
grand luxe, are agreed that a tastefully illuminated title 
page adds greatly to the finish of a volume, more 
especially in works of a devotional or high literary 
character. 

Lake or carmine seems to be acknowledged, by all re- 
fined book lovers, to be the color which sets off the deep 
black to best advantage. In fact, they set each other 
off, the carmine making the black stand out sharp and 
firm on the white background, and the black bringing 
out the rich, warm tint of the other pigment until it 
glows like morning light. 

In symbology, too, the red and black pair well, for 
the black typifies the intellectual darkness which ante- 
dated printing, and the carmine the light and fire of 
civilization which followed after. 

The one great fault most common in the illuminated 
title page results from the apparent impossibility of 
stopping this side of too much—in other words, such 
title pages show too much red. 

It must be borne in mind that the object in view is 
not to print the title page in red, but merely to lighten 
it up. 

The question now arises: Which words of a title 
page should be made use of to effect this purpose? 

We may safely say the title of the book—its sub-title 
never—and after this we are at sea. How we proceed 
now depends somewhat on the size of type and page. 


This effected, nothing more is necessary. 


If the title of the book is set in large type, then that 
alone illuminates the title page sufficiently, with pos- 





sibly the additional words setting forth the place of 
publication and date. 

But if, on the other hand, the name of the book is 
set in small, lightfaced type, then the illumination may 
be extended here and there a little, care being taken 
not to select any incomplete phrase, such as “ Written 
by,” “Translated by,” or “Illustrated by,” which will 
mar the effect of the ensemble. Nor should the author’s 
name be illuminated, although his rank or honors may 
be, if not abbreviated. For instance: “ Member of the 
French Academy” might be illuminated, while F. R. 
S., M. D., or LL. D. should not be. “ Tenth Edition,” 
or “Fully Illustrated,” in addition to the name of the 
book and place and date of publication, are always 
enough to lighten up a title page. Anything in excess 
is apt to look like a straining for effect, which must 
always be avoided. 

The practice of illuminating a title page by making 
use of the initial letter only of each word of the title 
is affected, and weakens instead of strengthening the 
expression of the page. 

To “red line” anwilluminated title page is to pile 
Pelion on Ossa; to tear a passion to tatters; it is far 
too much color for the picture; it is like painting a 
landscape, and making the sun shine on both sides of 
the trees at the same time. 

In title pages of Jue and grand luxe an excess of 
illumination is always to be condemned. It cheapens 
the effect, and is tantamount to an admission that 
presswork and paper need ornamentation to turn away 
attention from defects, just as the old notaries were ac- 
customed to underscore words and sentences in their 
documents with red ink, in order to hide poor pen- 
manship. 

But, even admitting that the too highly illuminated 
title page may not strike the ordinary book buyer as in 
any way exaggerated, it is always the safer plan to 
build for all time rather than for a day.—American 
Bookmaker,

OBITUARY. 

John K. Rogers, Treasurer and Agent of the Boston Type 
Foundry, died in Boston, Mass., on January 27, of cancer in the 
stomach and valvular disease of the heart, the heart trouble 
being of long standing. Mr. Rogers was born at Gloucester, 
Mass., January 31, 1821. When a boy he went to Boston, and 
served as clerk in several establishments. He entered the 
Boston Type and Stereotype Foundry, about 1840, as book- 
keeper, and continued to act in. that capacity until, upon the 
sale of the stereotype department to a company of printers, 
he acted as agent for the purchasers for a number of years, 
Upon leaving this concern he associated with David Watson 
in the purchase of the Boston Type Foundry, doing business 
under the firm name of John K. Rogers & Co. When, in 1871, 
the foundry was incorporated, Mr. Rogers was made treasurer 
and agent. From that time until his decease, with the excep- 
tion of a year spent in Europe, he managed the business of the 
foundry, and it was through his business capacity that it be- 
came one of the leading establishments in the country. Mr. 
Rogers was a liberal employer, and was held in high esteem by 
all with whom he had business associations. 


David R. Locke, widely known as “ Petroleum V. Nasby,” 
died at his home in Toledo, Ohio, February 15, of consumption. 
He was born in Vestal, Broome County, N. Y., in 1833, and was 
therefore in his fifty-fifth year at death. He served a seven 
years’ apprenticeship to the printing trade in the office of the 
Courtland (N. Y.) Courier, and afterwards traveled through the 
United States working at his trade, and also acting as a re_ 
porter. In 1852 he founded the Plymouth (O.) Advertiser, 





which he conducted for two years. In 1856 he established the 
Bucyrus (O.) Journal, and was afterwards connected with the 
Mansfield Herald and Findley Jeffersonian. In 1865 he assumed 
charge of the Toledo Blade—first on a salary, afterwards pur- 
chased an interest, and finally obtained entire control. About 
five years ago his health began to fail, when he gradually with- 
drew from active work, writing only an occasional * Nasby" 
letter, and some special articles in favor of prohibition. Mr. 
Locke’s great literary abilities were not devoted entirely to po- 
litical satires and subjects, famous as he became through them. 
He wrote several successful plays, some books of travel, and 
innumerable novels and sketches for his newspaper. 


Lambert W. Holland, a well-known Philadelphia job printer, 
of the firm of Holland & Edgar, died February 27,in the sixty 
ninth year of hisage. He was a good printer, quiet and unas- 
suming, but sincere and earnest. One of the oldest members 
of the Philadelphia Typographical Society, he was regular in 
attendance, and took part in the anniversary exercises at the 
January meeting, 1888. His sudden death will be regretted by 
all who knew him. 


William Hart, one of Philadelphia's oldest lithographers, 
died at his home in West Philadelphia, on Sunday, February 26, 
in the seventy-fourth year of his age. 


Alfred Smith Barnes, founder of the great New York pub- 
lishing house of A. 8. Barnes & Co., died on February 17, at his 
home in Brooklyn, of disease of the liver and other compli- 
cations.
